“WALLS OF THE BUILDING CRACKED BY 
A'DYNAMITE EXPLOSION. 


‘Complete Set of Burgiar’s Toels and a 
Burning Lemp Feund—Seven Piates 
te the Deer ef the Safe Containing 
the Bank's Money Feund Clesed— 
Experts at Werk Opening Them te 
Determine the Less. 


INDEPENDENCE, Mo., Nov. 8.—Expert 
eracksmen visited the banking house of 
Chrisman Sawyer, this city, at an early hour 
thjs morning and effected an entrance into 
the vault, but how much beoty they obtained 
is not yet known, though the amount may be 
large. 

Dynamite was used with such force as to 

crack the walls of the building. Whea the 
bank Officials arrived at the bank, Cashier 
I. N. Rogers noticed the handle to the out- 
side vault door was missing. The door was 
‘swang open and a complete set 
employed by cracks- 
men, was found on the floor of the vault. 
Acoal oil lamp was still burning, as if re- 
gently left by the burglars. Im the rear of 
the vaultthe large steel safe, where the 
money is kept, showed the work of 
the visitors. The safe is one ef the 
late makes and was supposed to De 
Durgiar proof. The steel-plated door 
showed every appearance of having had 
rough usage. The hinges were carefully laid 
to one side of the safeand two of the steel 
plates, bent and twisted by the force of the 
giant powder, rested against the safe. The 
safe door comprised nine plates of chilled 
steel, and seven of them remained to be re- 
moved by the burglars before an entrance 
could be gained to the gold and silver. 
« Whether the burgiars managed to remove 
the-rem@a@lning plates and replaced them 
after securing the booty is still a matter of 
conjecture, for the reason that experts from 
Kansas City have not yet been able to re- 
movethem. The bank is the principal fnan- 
cial institution of the city and the safe con- 
tained large sums of money. 

After leaving the bank the safe-blowers 
secured a horse and buggy in the western 
‘portion of the city. The tracks show that 


“the vehicle was headed toward Biue avenwve, 


which leads to Kansas City. It was also dis- 

‘covered that in the eastern portion of the 
city a blacksmith shop was entered and tools 
taken. Some of the tools were found this 
morning ia the bank vault and identified by 
the proprietor of the shop.

CHEMICAL ANALYSIS RESULTS IN THE 
DETECTION OF ARSENIC, 


A. 0.U, W. Refeses te Pay Over the 
Death Benefit te the Widew Until 
Satisfied as te the Manner eof Her Has- 
band’s Death—What Neighbers in St. 
Louis Say of the Couple. 


Torexs, Kan., Nov. 8.—The finding of 
arsenic in the stomack of Joha &. Lichty of 
St. Louis, who died here Tuesday, has given 
rise to sensational rumors that he was maur- 
dered. George Bradley, a brother-in-law of 
j the deceased, openly charges that Lichty 
was poisoned and the A. 0, U. W., of which 
he was a member in good standing, has re- 
fused to pay over the insurance on his life to 
his widow until the startling stories eoncern- 
ing his demise are thoroughiy sifted. 

Liehtey was well knows is Topeka. He 
had lived here for yearsand had married 
here. He wentto Oalifornia with his wife 


to st. Louis, where Lichty secured a po- 
sition withashoefrm. He took sick there 
eight weeks ago and some three weeks 
ago was taken from his boafrding-house to 
the Union Station ima carriage by his wife 
and brought here. Dr, Peers. attended him 
and when he died Tuesday the physician said 
his death resulted from natural causes. 
Brother-in-law Bradley did not accept the 
decision and publicly deciared that he be- 
lieved his brother had been murdered.

One of the Lady Teachers Thinks This Ie

Report has it that certain lady teachers in 
the High School are cherishing unkind 
feelings toward Supt. E. H. Long. This 
ig the result of blasted hopes and 
unrealized ambitions. They asked Mr. Long 
to recommend them for promotion, and he 
declined. They inquired why, and he told 
them as delicately as he could that om prin- 
ciple he believed the highest positions in the 
High School faculty should be reserved for 
men. Oneofthe ladies to whom Mr. Long 
made this reply is Miss Amelia C, Fruchte, 
and she at once answered: 

**And do you mean tosay that because I 
ama woman, yourefuse to recommend me 
for promotion In this advanced age of human 
thought and liberal views?’’ 

**I do.’’ 

Miss Fruchte was hurt; she was crushed. 
Her woman’s pride rosein arms against 
what it took to bea personifieation of mas- 
culine tyranny. The contagion spread und 
other teachers who felt thet they had earned 


a promotion,but got no encouragement from 
Mr. Long, Decame conscious of a deep sense 
of outraged justice, because their sex de- 
Darred them from seeond, first and head as- 
sistancies in the High School. 


HIGH SCHOOL PROMOTIONS. 
To be sure, promotion has a singular mean- 
ing in the High School, It signifies an 


inerease of salary and alteration of official 
grade with no charge in duties. In other 
words, it means an expansion of the salary 
budget and nothing more. But promotion is 
the term used, and Miss Fruchte, Aiiss Kate 
E. Shaughnessy and Miss Isabella M,. An- 
drews, second assistants, drawing respect- 
ively $7.50, $7 and per working 
day, are dispieased. because they were 
mot recommended for frset-assistanicies 
on acconnt of theirsex. No doubt thousaa:!s 
of their sisters in St. Louls will sympxatuize 
with them. Ifthey are prone to malignant 
sentiments, they may rejoice at the fact that 
the recommendation for promotion of twelve 
of the High School teachers did not receive 
the approval of the board, because Secretary 
Player withheld his certificate from the re- 
port of the Teachers Committee oa the 
ground that if the promotions were made the 
appropriation for teachers’ salaries for the 
current fiscal year would be exceeded. 
MR. LONGS VIEWS. 

A reporter asked Mr, Long if he was op- 
posed to tlie promotion of ladies in the High 
School facalty above a certain grade, on ac- 
count of their sex? 

**Yes,’’ said he, ‘‘I am, I ao not thiak that 
they should be promoted higher than second 
assistants, and i hold thig, because I believe 
that such was the sense of the Teachers 
Committee which fixed the grades oy whith 
High school teachers are now classified. 
The committee thought that the highest 
places with t..e largest salaries should be re- 
served for men, and thus bea meansof at- 
tracting eapabie professors totaiscity. As 
second assistants the ladies receive $1,500a 
year.’’

on the part Of some one, that an arrest yes- 
terday afternoon of a Cuban fm this city 
charged with clandestinely packing ex- 
plosives in apparently harmless merchandise 
shipped on a Ward line steamer, caused 
something of a sensation. Victor A. De La 
Cove is the name of the mas who was put 
under arrest. He is in the packing business, 

his stores at Nos. 189 
Franklin street. He lives 
at No. 64 Macon street, Brooklyn. 
The charge against him is made by Commo- 
dore William 4.T. Hughes, Secretary and 
Treasurer of the Ward Line. Commodore 
Hughes in his aMdavit says that on or about 
the 23d Gay of August last, De La Cova will- 
fally packed and put for shipment on the 
steamer Yumuri and did willfully and know- 
jagiy ship on that steamer a quantity of 
cartridges, each of them marked ‘'8. B.,’’ 
in a triangle and numbered from 8235 to 833 
inciusive. Commodore Hughes deposes that 
the grounds of his knowledge apd belief con- 
cerning these factsare statements made to 
him by the officers of the Yumeri and in- 
formation derived from the officers of the 
customs in Havana, Caba. 

Two United States deputy marskals ar- 
rested De La Covaat his place of business 
yesterday, and in the afternoun he was ar- 
raigned before Commissioner Shields, who 
fixed the amount of ball at $2,500 and set 
down the hearing for Thursday afternoon 
next at 2:30. Emanuel Cadenas,a commis- 
sion merchant who does busimess at No. 59 
Williams street, in this city, and lives at No, 
241 Berkeley place, Brookiyn, was accepted 
as a Dondsman, and De La Cova was set at 
Mberty.

The 
accident Occered just as the persons on 
board were 6itti:g down in the early even- 
ing to dinner. lt was preceded Oy an expio- 
sion so violent as to throw passengers nearly 
across the saioon. Instanily Games Durst 
out and the crew and passengers barely had 
time to get into the boats and upon life- 
rafts, Capt. Hoffman being tte last te leave 
the ship alive. ‘The first news of the Gisas- 
ter Was Lroughtto Havana oa Nov. 2 by the 
second officer, who came into the harbor ina 
an open boat, accompanied by eleven i 
sons. Capt. Hoffman, in describing after- 
wards the violeace of the expicsion, said: 

** at 5:40 in the afternoon of Nov. 1 we were 
about twenty-elght mies from Matangas. 1 
was seated at dinner. Suddenly an explo- 
sion took piace. The hatches were all biown 
off, the skxy-:igbts blown up and sent through 
the awnings, and the ship was found to ve 
on frein ailthe holds. The force of the ex- 
pilosion lifted me from my seat and threw me 
onthe tabie. Eight colored stevedores, Who 
Were seated on the forward hatch eating 
their supper, were thrown up intothe air 
and fell back Into the hold, where seven Were 
Pescued by the crew.’’

STOPPING POLICE PAY. 

Among the recent demented utterances 
of the Globe-Democrat was a threat that 
the City Coungil would stop the pay of the 
police force if displeased with the cohduct 
of the police on election day. : 

Under the Scheme and Charter and the 
Statutes of Missourl the City Council is 
required to appropriate money for the pay 
of the police, and in case the money is not 
paid on the requisition of the Board of Po- 
lice Commisgioners the law says ‘‘it shall 
be the duty of said board, and they are 
hereby authorized and required, to issue 
certificates of indebtedness in the name of 
the city of St. Louis, in such sums as they 
may deem advisable, for the amount of 
such requisitions, respectively, bearing 
interest at 10 per cent per annum, payable 
not more than twelve months after date, 
and signed by a majority of the board, and 
to raise money on said certificates by 
pledging or disposing of the same, which 
certificates shall be receivable in payment 
of all city taxes, and be as binding on said 
corporation and be as recoverable against 
itas if the Common Council of St. Louis 
had themselves agthorized the issuing of 
said certificates.’’

“i, A revision of the customs classifications 
go as to bring within the service all employes 
not serving merely as workmen or laborers, 
without regard to compensation. Hereto- 
fofe this service has been classified on the 
Dasis of compensation, all employes re- 


celving a Compensation of less than $900, or a - 


rate of compensation less than $900 
perannum, have been excluded from the 
classificatton and therefore not subject to 
the civil service. rules. This action of the 
President brings the classification of the 
customs service into harmony with those of 
the other branches of the service. 

2. An amendment to customsrule 1, ex- 
tending the classification to include all cus- 
toms districts in which there are as many as 
twenty empleres. The present limit is fifty 
employes, and under the limit 
eleven customs districts have 
been . elassifed. The extension 
of the Classification to include all districts in 
which there are as many as twenty employes 
will bring into the classified service certain- 
ly eleven additional districts and probably 
several more.

Recerder Higgies Makes a Statement 

“Which Shows the Complaints Agaiust 
Him Are Net Well Feunded—Allegeda 
Scheme of Ward Werkers—Loecal Pell. 
tes. 


An uproar bas been raisen by the Repatli- 
can workers, and particularly by the Ven- 
tral Committeemen, because of alleged ar- 
bitrary action by the Recorder of Voters in 
the appointment of judges and cierks. 
There is no law compelliag the cecorder or 
Voters toconsult the political parties at all 
in making these nominations, but, following 
a custom in vogue during the term of hig 
predecessor, Recorder Higgins invited the 
Committeemen of the Republican and 
Democratic parties to submit ten names for 
each of the 184 precincts In thecity, or 1,840 
names in all, from which he proposed to 
select three judges and one clerk for each 
party, or 746 persons. Blanks were provided 
for these nominations, a separate biank for 
each preeinct being furnished. The repre- 
sentatives of both parties having submitted 
their lists several months ago, the 
Recorder proceeded to examine them for 
eligible man. Of the Kepublican quota of 
736 judges and clerks, 726 have, so far, 
been appointed from the lists furnished by 
the Republican Committeemen,the Recorder 
going outside these recommendations in ten 
cases for reasons assumed by himself to be 
safficient. Outfof the list submitted by the 
Democrats the Recorder has taken all but six 
of the 736 judges and clerks needed, and the 
list of both parties are still In use for the fill- 
ing of vacancies oceasioned by the inability 
of the appointed to serve. Mr. Higgins states 
that the objections of the workers to his ap- 
pointments outside of thelr recommenda- 
tions have scarcely, in any case yet in- 
stanced, been backed by evidence warrant- 
ng a change; and yet the Recorder has made 
numerous changes on the recommendations 
of the workers. 

In the case of Robert Wehrle, appointed as 
a Republican in the Fifty-eighth Precinct, 
Tenth Ward, the first objection made by 
Committeeman BroeKer was that he was too 
old, and wifen the appointes demon- 
strated his ability to transact 
clerical business, the charge was 
made that he was not a Republican,

Arrests in Tennessee and the Atrocities 
of the Organizat on. 


KNOXVILLE, Tenn., Nov. 8.—Great excite- 
ment prevails in Servier County over the ar- 
rest of seVeral prominent citizens on the 
charge of being members of the ‘‘Grave 
Yard Host,’’ or **White Caps.’’ Ten days 
ago e@ gang of white caps were waylaid while 
ona midnight whipping expedition and sev- 
eral of them Killed. fince then many others 


have been arrested and itis said that Isaac 
Brown and his two sons, members of the 
gang, havetoild the Sheriff everything, in- 
cluding the names of over 100 eltizens who 
belong to the organigation. Those now 
under arrestare: Wm. Krown, Jesse Brown, 
Isaac Brown, D. T. Davis, Bates Davis, 0. L. 
Montgomery, Louis Carnes, John Norton, 
Arthur seaton, Joun Seaton, Wm. Trammel, 
Heary McMann and Wm. Ware. The three 
Browns, it is said, will turn State’s evi- 
dence. The other eleven under arrest gave 
bonds to appear before the Graad-jury in 
two weeks. As fast as sufficient evidence 
accumulates the others of the 100 whose 
names have been secured will be arrested. 
About two years ago the Sevier County 
White Caps first appeared. Ten masked men 
called about midnight ata house in the sec- 
ond District, where four women lived alone, 
Gragged the women from their beds and 
whipped them on their saked backs with 
hickory switches. The women were nearly 
killed. The White Caps gave them notice 
that onless they left therein ten days they 
would be whipped, and the threat was ful- 
filled. Sincethis first whipping there have 
been about fifty people whipped in Sevier 
County. On ome occasion they whipped an 
egedad man and wife because of something it 
was alleged some meaiber of the family had 
done, but not forany offense of the old peo- 
pie. Laterthey whipped a negro, 60 years 
old, because he had been makin . speeches in 
the neighborhood for Congressman Jobn C. 
Houk. The three Browns say that this was 
the only reason the negro was beaten and 
thatthe White Caps toid him if he had not 
sony for Houk they would not have whipped 


im. 

Out of the fifty who have been whipped by 
the gang in two years, two thirds are 
women, manyof themaged and helpless. 
Sevenor eight deaths have been cgused by 
the brutalities of the gang, two of ese be- 
ing their own members, so that the arrested 
men will have to answer tothe crime of 
merder as well as assault and battery and 
whitecapplag. 

Aceurding to the statement of the three 
Browns the gang called itself the Grave Yard 
Host. Every member took an iron clad oath, 
the substance of which was that before they 

euld reveal anything of the workings of 
the gang they would suffer their throats to 
be cut or to be burned at the stake. Another 
provision of the oath was that if any brother 
was arrested the others would release him at 
all basards.

AN AG&NT’S SUICIDE 


Revived br a Suit in Justice Sol 


Beehm’s Court. 
Jastice Solomoa Boehm bas taken under 
 gdvisement the suitof J. O. Kurtz vs. the 
Singer Manufacturing Co. for $37.15. The 
services for which Kurtz claimé this re- 
muneration from the defendant were ofa 
novel nature, and were attended with some 
very unusual incidents. In the summer of 
1892 Kuriz was employed by the defendant as 
a sptcial agent to collect bad debts, look 


after shortages and attend to various finan- 
cial transactions for the sewing machine 
firm in Missouriand the neighboring States. 
One day he got word that the company's 
agent—whose name was Johnsop—at Salina, 
Kan., was short to the extent of $175. He 
went to Salina, and there hearing that Jobn- 
son badarich uncle in Denver named Bry- 
ant who had expressed a willingness to 
liquidate Johmnson’s debts, he went on to 
Denver to see Bryant. Bryant, however, 
bad meanwhile heard of Kurtz’ arrival in 
Salina and gone on to that towa while 
Kurtz was en route to Dénver. Finding 
Bryant absent Kurtz returned to Salina. In 
the interim Johnson, unable to stand the 
disgrace thathad been brovgkt upon him, 
committed suicide. So when Kurtz reterned 
to Selina andsaw Bryant, the Denver man 
refused to settle for Johnson, as his nephew 
was dead. Then when Kurtg sent in his ex- 
pense bill for $37.15, eovering his rou. d trip 
petween Salina ana Denver,the company 
refused to ‘allow it, as he hadnot collected 
the $175. Kurtz remained in the employ of 
‘the company untila few months ago and 
then, unable to collect the $37.15, he had At- 
torrey Charies Ziebold institute suit for that 
amount. At the hearing of the case, Friday, 
the defendant’s attorney argued that their 
agents had instructions to remain exclu- 
sively in their own territory, and that Kurtz 
by going to Denver went out of his Dalliwick 
and was therefore not entitled to com pensa- 
tion for the car fare he spent.
